COLD DRAFT BLOWS THRU 
THE HAW HAW CORNER 


Seven Yale students 
have been 


used as experimental material by 
Drs. Winslow and Greenburg (we 
are not going to divulge the iden- 
tity of the students, 
because we 


don't want to give the mamas or 
papas any anxiety.) The investigat- 
ors exposed the students to drafts 
and chilling, in 26 experiments. 


The seven students are still alive 


and not much the worse for 
terrible experiences. 


They were exposed to alternate 


high, and low temperatures, and the 
investigators observed the effects 
-on pulse, respiration, blood pres- 
sure, surface temperature and tem- 
perature of the lining of nose and 
throat From these experiments the 
investigators concluded that chill- 
ing the body surface produces con- 
traction of blanching of the mucous 
membrane lining nose and throat, 
which- is accompanied with dryness 
or decrease in the normal mucus 
secretion. 


That is rather the opposite of the 


effect popularly ascribed to expos- 
ure to chilling. 
However, a little 
thing like that doesn't detain these 
"scientists" long. 
They make no 
bones at all of citing the blanching 
effect of chilling as "lowering the 
resistance" of 
the mucous mem- 
brane. If nobody knows what "re- 
sistance" is, thafs no concern of the 
scientific gentlemen—they 
wash 
their hands of that 
Pursuing the experiments on the 


seven students 
Drs. Winslow and 
Greenburg observed that chilling 
the feet or the head had-similar ef- 
fects. However, they reluctantly re- 
port, only one of the seven sub- 
jects developed a cold during the 
course of the experiments. What- 
ever that may mean. Drs. Winslow 
and Greenburg will be among the 
last surviving physicians or health 
experts to commit themselves about 
that. In their work it is much more 
interesting to leave the 
question 
"What is a cold?" unanswered. It 
gives a vast field for speculation. 
Thus, conclude the savants, while 


drafts apparently 
may predispose 


one to colds, chilling of the feet or 
other part of the body as a whole 
has no demonstrable influence on 
respiratory infections. 
This will come as a shock to a 
lot of old women in the profession. 


But it won't make a bit of differ- 
ence to the rank and file of physi- 
cians who find the "cold" obsession 
handy where it is desirable to hedge 
on the diagnosis. Nor will it im- 
press the laity very much, not as 
Drs. Winslow and Greenburg inter- 
pret the results.

ing, consistent advertising, has kept 
many corporations 
out 
of the 


slough of the depression, according 
to a study released 
today by the 


bureau of advertising-of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers associa- 
tion. 


Figures 
are cited 
to show 
that a number of companies have 
maintained or increased their earn- 
ings by concentrating on profitable 
markets and realizing immediate 
sales with newspaper advertising. 


The bureau compares the records 


of 25 companies that maintain! 
or increased newspaper advertising 
in 1931 with 25 companies that de- 
creased newspaper advertising. It 
finds that 1931 net earnings cf the 
former group were only 7 per cent 
below 1930 while earnings of the 
latter group dropped 73 per cent- 


In the case of an automobile com- 


pany that increased its newspaper 
budget 33 per cent, its net earnings 
rose 40 per cent in 1931. 
Of four 


leading tobacco manufacturers who 
in 1931, three showed an increase 
in earnings and one a slight decline 
from the high net of 1930. Four oth- 
er tobacco companies 
which re- 


duced their expenditures for news- 
paper space showed a 45 per cent 
decline in combined net earnings. 


Increase Budgets 


A survey of the early months of 


1932 shows that many national ad- 
vertsers have increased their news- 
paper budgets. 
One 
company 


whose first quarter sales were 240 
per cent ahead of the first quarter 
of 1931 reported, "this showing in- 
dicates a very definite response to 
our enlarged advertising campaigns 
fhig year." 


The bureau directs attention to 


the many aggressive and rucce^s- 
ful companies which this year are 
promoting 
the most 
extensive 


newspaper campaigns in their his- 
tories. 
"Probably never before has news- 


paper advertising been put to so 
hard a task as in recent months," 
the bureau says, "and seldom be- 
fore have concrete results been so 
overwhelmingly in its favor. News- 
paners have not only retained but 
increased their prestige as the lead- 
ing national advertising medium."
